And if any Plaintiff in any Wit of Erro2 ſhall alleage Dimi⸗ 
nution, and pꝛay a Certiorati, the Clerk ſhall enter an Award thereof accozdingly, and the 
Plaintiff may befoꝛe in Nullo eſt Erratum pleaded , ſue fozth the it of Certiorari in o2di- 
nary courle without ſpecial Petition, oꝛ motion to this Houſe foꝛ the ſame ; and.if he ſhall 
not pꝛolecute ſuch Nit, and pzocure it to be returned within Ten days next after his Plea 
of Diminution put into this Houſe; then unleſs he ſhall ſhew ſome good cauſe fo this Houſe,
